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While the amendment to independent claims 1 and 8 have put claims 1-10 in condition for allowance, in addition to previously allowed 
claims 19 and 26-31, Examiner has found that Malow and Hain still read on Applicant's invention as claimed in the proposed amendments 
of claims 15 and 36. Applicant amended claim 15 to include the limitation of a "single" swingable diverting arm. The two opposing belts 
(2) of Malow act as a single unit, thus are found to read on Applicants limitation of a "single" swingable diverting arm. Applicant's 
amendment to claim 36 to include the limitation of defining the vertical orientation with respect to the travel path is noted, however, Malow 
discloses depositing the product in a container in an orientation parallel to that of the travel path, and subsequently pivoting the container 
with product, thus inherently changing the orientation of the product with respect to the travel path. 
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
